of January 16, 1901. The aggregates ac- 
tually excluded from the suffrage in 
each of the States mentioned are in 
truth larger than those used as_ the 
basis for this act.

growers should be relieved from pay- 
ing heavy tribute to this, “the worst 
and declares that 
“refrigeration has been the bane of 
the fruit growers of California and 
has done more to retard the progress 
and prosperity of this State than all 
other things combined.”

England to the Pacific Coast. Sufficient 
information has been secured to show 
that in these cases the competitive 
method is not as successful as it has 
proved to be in the class of larger 
buildings. The careful inspection and 
repeated revision by the department of 
drawings and specifications, and the 
voluminous correspondence with the 
architects, have consumed so much 
time and labor that the results ured 
have been more costly and less satis- 
factory than if the work from its in- 
ception had been carried out entirely 
by the department.

may become an element of danger to 
our financial system. They are already 
national in character, and several of 
them are of international influence. I 
suggest the propriety, therefore, of a 
law giving trust companies of large 
capitalization in large cities the privi- 
lege of incorporating under Federal 
law, with corresponding supervision. 
If such right were extended, the more 
conservative would probably avail 
themselves thereof, and this would 
cempel others to cultivate conserva- 
tiem. It would not be necessary to ex- 
tend to them the distinctive preroga- 
tives of national banks beyond the ca- 
pacity of being designated financial 
agents of the government, thereby 
justifying Federal jurisdiction; nor 
whould they be brought into competi- 
tition with commercial banks, but 
they should be required to keep an 
appropriate, though relatively small,
